TO TELL YOUR CUSTOMERS THAT: 


1. A watch that has been timed 
closely at the factory is not likely 
to run the same after having been 
stopped and packed and shipped; 
therefore, purchasers should not con- 
demn it because it does not run close 
when first started. 

2. A watch that has been allowed 
to run down will not run the same 
when wound and started again, but 
will usually be found to run irregu- 
larly for a few days. 

3. Frequently a watch will not run 
exactly the same after casing as be- 
fore; this is caused by the cramping 
of the plates through too close casing, 
or the springing of the plates by the 
case screws. 

4 Fine time-keepers are very sen- 
sitive and slight changes in their 
treatment affect their performance 
as is shown by the well-known fact 
that a close-running watch will not 
maintain the same rate in the pockets 
of two different persons, although 
their habits and avocations may be 


identical.

Moon (moon). [Middle English, moone 
the moon.]

Moon-Blindness or Hemeralopia in some 
instances is caused by the exposing of the 
face to the full glare of the moon during 
sleep, in consequence of which there is a 
diminution of vision especially during the 
hours of night. Moon-Blink is a tem- 


porary blindness among those who live in 
the tropics and sleep out of doors, A Moon- 
Eye is an eye said to be influenced by the 
reflected light of the moon, 


Mouches-volantes (moosh-vo-lant' ). 
[French, mouches a fly + volantes 
floating.} An entoptic phenomenon in 
which there are floating bodies resembling 
cobwebs, sticks, discs or debris, the result 
of broken-down vitreous cells, indicating 
degenerative changes within the vitreous. 
Whenever these troublesome elements ap- 
pear like scintillating stars, they are caused 
by myolin, chloresterin and tyrosin crystals 
and are then spoken of as scintillens. These 
floating bodies are not of any real im- 
portance, although they occur frequently 
and abundantly in myopic eyes. 


Mounting (moun'-ting). {Middle English, 
mounten = to put ona thing to sustain it.] 
The arranging of a microscopical object 
upon a glass slide for the purpose of making 
anexamination. Mounting Medium consists 
of a very thin resinous fluid, the purpose of 
which is to seal the object for microscopical 
examination, 


Mucocele (muw'-co-cele). (Latin, mucus 
mucus.] A small tumor in the epithelium 
which slightly distends the lachrymal sac. 


Miuiller’s fibres (mii'-lers fi-bres). [Proper 
name + Latin, fibra a thread.] The 
thread-like transverse structures which 
support the retina. The Lid-Muscle of 
Miiller forms the tarsal end of the levator 
palpebrew muscle. Miiller’s Muscle consists 
of the circular fibres of the ciliary body 
which surrounds the crystalline lens and 
which is controlled by the motor-oculi nerve 
in rendering the crystalline lens extra-con- 
vex for the near point. The Ring Muscle 
of Miiller is that part of the muscle of 
accommodation nearest the border and con- 
sists of circular fibres, which are increased 
in size whenever there is an extra effort at 
accommodation, especially in hyperme- 
tropia. 

Muscae-volitantes — (mus'-cae-vol-i-tan'- 
tes). [Greek, musca = fly + Latin, volens 
floating.| Small, floating bodies, resembling 
a fly’s wing, sticks, etc., etc., due to changes 
in the vitreous humor. Synonym: Mou- 
ches-volantes. 


Muscle (mus'-cle). [Latin, mus a mouse. } 
A collection of tissues which have contract- 
ile power and the ability of relaxation. 
They are employed for propulsion. The 
voluntary muscles are striped, while the in- 
voluntary muscles are smooth. The Muscle 
of Accommodation consists of circular and 
radiate fibres. The circular fibres are under 
the control of the motor-oculi nerve while the 
radiate fibres are under the control of the 
sympathetic nervous system. The Extrinsic 
Muscles of the eye are the muscles which 
control the movements of the eyeball, the 
four recti and two oblique, the orbicularis 
palpebrarum and the levator palpebre 
muscles. 


Mycophthalmia (my-coph-thal-mi-a) 
[Greek, mukes a spongy growth.] An 
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inflammation of the conjunctiva caused by 
a spongy growth. 


Mydriasis (mid-ri'-as-is). (Greek, mudri- 
asis a dilatation.] A suspension of the 
muscle of accommodation so that the pupil 
becomes enlarged. This condition may be 
brought about by several means. Atropin, 
four grains to the ounce of water, instilled 
into the eyelids will produce mydriasis. A 
paralysis of the motor-oculi nerve produces 
Paralytic Mydriasis. A fatigue of the sym- 
pathetic nervous system having control of 
the radiate fibres of the ciliary body and 
processes will cause Spasmodic Mydriasis 
Any irritation or excitation of the spinal cord 
involving the cilia-centers will result in 
spinal Mydriasis. 


Mydriatic (myd-ri-at -ic). (Greek, mudriasis 

a mydriasis.] That which will produce 

a dilatation of the pupil or paralyze the 

muscle of accommodation; usually atropin 

is the agent which is called upon to effect 
this. 


Myiocephalon (my-i-o-ceph ’-al-on). |Greek, 
muia = tly + kephale = a head.} A small 
protrusion of the iris through a perforation 
of the cornea. 


Myiodeopsia (my-i-o-de-op -si-a). (Greek, 
muiodes similar to a fly + opsis eye 
sight.] The appearance of a fly’s wings to 
the patient who is troubled with muscae- 
volitantes. Synonym: Myodopsia. 


Myodesopsia (my-o-des-ops-i-a). (Greek, 
muiodes = resembling a tly + opsis eye 
sight.] The subjective symptoms of a 
patient who suffers from muscae-volitantes. 
Synonyms: Myiodeopsia; Myodopsia. 


Myodopsia (my-o-dop’-si-a). (Greek, mu/- 
odes like a fly + opsis = eye sight.] The 
appearance of a fly’s wing in muscae-voli- 
tuntes. Synonyms: Myiodeopsia; Myo- 
desopsia. 


Myope (my-ope). (Greek, muo I close +
